Leslie Foster, publisher 
Cucamonga Times, 
named members of the In- 
corporation Advisory Council 
with Attorney Fred Almy of 
the firm of Shaw and Aimy 
as chairman. 

J. E. Umfrid, Assistant 
Regional Tax Commission- 
er of the Santa Fe Rail- 
road Co., was a special 
guest at the meeting. 
Chairman Blatz outlined the 

three principal reasons favor- 
ing Cucamonga’s  incorpora- 
tion. First, he cited the pro- 
motion of industrial expansion 
in Cucamonga as an objective. 
Mr. Blatz explained that a 
localized city governmental 
body would have the power to 
negotiate with prospective in- 
dustrial site purchasers and 
assure them on an official 
localized level of local 
vices necessary (when econo- 
mically feasible) for establish- 
ment of industrial plants in 
the area. 

As a city, Cucamonga would 
be in a position to add weight 
to the inducements offered by | 
local non-governmental agen- 
cies interested in promoting 
further industrial expansion fn 
Cucamonga, Mr. Blatz con- 
tended. 

Improved planning was 
the second factor cited by 
the chairman favoring in- 
corporation. He explained 
that a localized planning 
board, backed by a local- 
ized city council, would 
consider local planning 
and zoning problems in a 
manner essential to the 
present growth and future 
welfare of Cucamonga, 
with more personal 
thonghtfulness and civic 
pride. 

Mr. Blatz gave as the third | 
major reason for incorpora- | 
tion the establishment of more | 
concentrated police protection | 
under a city government. “It 
is contemplated that the city | 
would be able to provide more 


personnel within it’s limits to |

To a basic, all-over design 
in Mr. Peters’ new medium, 
he most often adds freeform 
cutouts fram a second such | 
painting. Often the cutouts are 
in a mass of inter- | 
locking forms, often superim- | 
posed to intensify the dimen- | 
sional quality. Technically col- 
lages, (pasted pictures) these | 
works of modern art find 
more favor with the layman 
than much of the non-objec- 
tive and abstract art exhibit- 
ed today.
